but in the second rush he was caught, 
and the tiger spider's jaws were locked

So ended tho fight. 
The tiger spider helfl on to bis.second 


corpse so long and quietly that 1 thought 
him dead also, until I stirred him with 
my pen, when he-staggered furiously 
against it, opened his' juws and rolled 
over, a corpse.—Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune.

The 
Senate Uommitteo to Report the 


Cameron Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, December 18.—The-Sen- 


ate Committee on Foreign f.elations 
listened to Secretary Olney's reference 
to the Cuban question. Olney coun- 
selled against precipitate action, but 
the committee decided to report the 
Cameron 
resolution, 
which 
ac- 


knowledges the independence of the 
Republic of Cuba, pledgingthe friendly 
offices of the government to Spain to 
dose the war between Spain and Cuba. 
The resolution will be reported- next 
Monday, and was unanimously agreed 
to by the committee. 


The members of the committoe are 


reticent as to what Secretary Olney 
said, but it is certain that ho.advised 
against any action like that contem- 
plated, as it would involve a war with 
Spain. One member of the committee 
said: "Of course Spain will flght, but 
there is no danger of other countries 
getting in our way. No other European 
nation wants to fight us, and we would 
wind up a war with Spain in short 
order." 


The opinion was expressed that 


Cleveland would veto the joint resolu- 
tion. It is understood that the main 
point raised by the Secretary was that 
overed in the President's message, viz: 
There is no actual government in 
Cuba to recognize. 


Another member of the committee 


said that he believed that in case the 
President should veto'the resolution 
it would pass over the veto, as mqre 
than two-thirds of- both the Senate and 
Souse favored it.

"Resolved, By the Senate and House 


ol Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled, that the inde- 
pendence of the republic of Cuba be 
and the same is hereby acknowledgec 
by the United States of America. 


" That the United States will use its 


friendly offices with the Government 
of Spain to close the war between 
Spain and Cuba." 


Secretary of State Olney, who was 


before the committee, urged that no 
action be taken at present as there is 
no civil government in Cuba excepl 
the Spanish to recogoize, but the reso 
lution was adopted without division 
and the committee will report it to the 
Senate next Monday. 


This joint resolution to be effective 


mast be passed by a majority of both 
Houses of Congress and approved by 
the President. As its approval would 
mean war with Spain it is thought the 
President will veto it and that it will 
be passed over his veto, as the senti- 
ment in favo1' of recognizing Cuba 
seems to be almost unanimous in Con- 
gress. 


. 
A great obstacle in the way is that 


the insurgents in Cuba have no civil 
government to recognize. The island 
is about 760 miles long and 80 miles 
in breadth. According . to the latest 
census, that of 1888, its population was 
then only 1,631,687, of whom 1,102,889 
were whites, 485,187 colored and 43,811 
Asiatics. Only one-fifth of the soil 
has been cultivated, the policy of Spain 
being to discourage immigration as the 
children of immigrants and in fact 
nearly all'native Cubans are in favor 
of the independence of the island. • 


The exports in 1891 amounted to 


over $80,000,000 and it is estimated 
that there are over 20,000,000 acres of 
virgin land susceptible of cultivation 
and millions of acres of valuable tim- 
ber landi on the island. 


RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION. 


The bill to restrict immigration 


passed by the Senate was introduced 
by Senator Lodge of Massachusetts. A 
new section was added to the bill pro- 
viding that the exclusion clause shall 
not apply to persons arriving from 
Cuba during the continuance of the 
prevent disorder in that country. The 
bill as passed amends the immigration 
laws so as to exclude from admission 
to the United States all persons over 16 
years of age who canfiot read and write 
th* language of their native country or 
some other language. It admits im- 
migrants over the age of 16 years who 
cannot read or write if such persons 
ar» the wives, parents, minor children 
or KrandcfeUdren of persons who are

80th. The cool wa.ye will cross-the 
west of Rockies country about th« 29th 
great central valleys 31st, Eastern 
States January 2d. 


The temperature of the week ending 


the 25th will average about normal 
taking the whole country together, bu( 
extremes of temperature may be ex- 
pected. 
Sudden changes are probable 


The lowest temperatures were (ialeu- 
lated for about the 17th to 22d. 


These forecasts are always written 


ten days before their publicatioa anc 
the reader should keep this in mind 
At this writing, December 9th, the ex^ 
pected reversal of December weather 
is in full force and all indications are 
that the regular order of weather 
changes will be almost exactly re- 
versed. .It is expected, however, that 
these reversals will not extend beyond 
the 20th. 
• 


My next bulletin will contain a gen 


eral forecast of January weather and 
will be of particular interest as i;o'the 
general character of the winter and of 
especial importance to those interested 
in ice. 
I have not joined in the gen- 


eral predictions of a cold winter. I see 
no indications that the temperature 
will average unusually low. There is 
almost a universal misunderstanding 
as to the proper application of cold and 
hard in speaking of winter weather. 


The term hard winter has reference 


to the effect of'the winter weather on 
man and on live stock. The hardest of 
hard winters may have a temperature 
that averages above the' normal and 
may not be a cold winter. It is the ex- 
treme temperatures and tho sadden 
changes from very warm to very, cold, 
together 
with heavy snows, aleete, 


freezes and thaws that go to make up 
the hard winters, because such winters 
are hard on live.stock arid man. 


A cold winter is one in which three 


months beginning with December or 
January average very low in tempera- 
ture. 


I see no indications of a very cold 


winter but there are evidences that a 
moderately hard winter is at. hand and 
that we will have a number of weather 
periods that will be made up of spriug 
days followed by blizzards.

Commenting upon the report that 
Chief JusticeJBigelow intends to leave 
the State at the expiration of. his term 
of office in January next, and the as- 
sertion of the Elko. Independent that it 
was ever thus with the majority of 
those who have acted as Justices of the 
Supreme Court, the 
Carson -Appeal 


says: 


"It is the fault of the people if these 


things occur, No man cau be blamed 
for accepting a nomination if he can 
get it, and drawing a fat salary if 
elected. 
Nominating 
conventions 


should inquire a little into the kind of 
men who-are asking for offlco, Nevada 
should see that the men who seek office 
are taxpayers, property owners .and 
State developars, men who when their 
tsrm~0f office expires could not pack a" 
grip sack and get, .out on ten days 
notice. Men who hold fat,offlces should 
pat some of their salaries into building 
up tho State, making more . taxable 
property and improving what they al- 
ready own. When a man gets up be- 
fore a State convention and asks for a 
nomination, he should be called, on to 
tell what ho has done for the State and 
give some account of his stewardship as 
a citizen." 


Why this complaint about Judge 


Bigelow ? Is he not, in preparing to 
leave the State, following the rule laid 
down by Republicans when the. State 
was admitted into the 
Union and 


strictly adhered to. ever since ? H. G. 
Blaisdell, the first Governor elected in 
Nevada, was only constructively n resi- 
dent of the State and he left after the 
expiration of his second term of office. 
Chief Justice Lewis and Chief Justice 
Beatty both left the State when their 
terms of offlcis expired. Wbo, outside 
of railroad circles at Cars on, ever heard 
of B. E. Cokprd until the Republican's 
took him up and made him Governor, 
yet be is the only Republican ex-offlce 
holder of any note who remained in 
Nevada after his term of office expired. 
The soil of Nevada was not 
good' 


enough for the remains ef one Repub- 
lican Governor, and nearly every State 
officer elected by the party left the 
State when he left office. 


Men have a right, whether they held 


office or not, to go where they think 
they can better their condition. Under 
the gold standard policy Nevada baa 
few inducements fat ex-office holders, 
and the strange part of it ia that Judge 
Bigelow, who favored the continuance 
of that policy and told ua it is good for 
us should arrange to leave the State 
;he moment ths people cease to pay 
him $6,000 a year for remaining here.
